GUIDELINES FOR
U-PICK FARMS

DURING THE COVID-19
OUTBREAK

The following are best practices to help U-Pick farms maintain the health and safety of employees and guests
while on the farm during the COVID-19 pandemic.

1. Require employees to wear masks and gloves, especially 9. Consider using online ticketing to schedule u-pick times
when handling money and, if possible, use cards to limit and increasing hours or days of operation to avoid
the handling of cash. overcrowding.
